AAEr.iydttkucSli/ore thi Ttz^.m 1 AtiotUtkn, 
Among tho many blc:;inga In connection 
with this lifo, conferred upon man by our 
wLtd and bcncficlcnt Ofcator, the u»a and 
pOTTcr of tho human voico etanda preemi- 
nent. There are thtro or^anu need in 
forming tho voice — tho larynx or cham- 
ber in thn throat, In which round is form- 
ed; the trachea or windpipe, and the 
lunga. Considered merely as an instrument 
of music, tho volco anrnjescs all the complex 
works of man e whtlo the musical inatrutneot, 
however bightta finish, or parfcet its arrance- 
ment, produces pnty sounds, which may in- 
deed calm the pistons, tranquilieotbe mind, 
or iouee the toul lo acta of chivalry. The 
human voice hy Us melody, accompanied by 
tho utterance of vivid thoughts, rouses every 
mental power, and produeca effects like in- 
spiration itself* Who over listened to the 
sweet enlivening strains of a professional sin* 
ger, a Jenny Lind, without acknowledging 
tho magio influence, and almost angeUo pow- 
er of tho human voice. Allhoughtbistbcmo 
is a wofi table and delightful one on which to 
dwell, I purpose now to direct your attention 
for a littlo time to the power of the human 
voice in declamation, and have chosen for 
my subject tho Force of Eloquence. 

I shall not attempt to explain in what true 
eloquence coruiats, or mention the qualities 
necessary lo mske a perfect orator, but shall 
endeavor to show Ha eiTcela as seen in tho ef- 
forts of eOao'of those mighty orators unon 
whom heaven ha» bestowed this precious 
gifts. From tho earliest ages of an-- 
ttqtiltv, history furnisbea'us with examples of 
Indivduala in every age, po£3e£*ed of powers 
of elocution In an extraordinary degree; who 
have weilded a mighty influence hy it accord- 
ing to the # stand they havo taken on tho aide 
of vice or virtue, profanity or piety, liccn- 
tionsacsa or temperance, tyranny or liberty, 
the wesl or woe of- mankind. Many centu- 
ries ago, tbe Greeks and Romans had their 
tehoois of elocution, in which were trained 
young men of suitable talents for declamation 
—and theso schools produced th* final speci- 
mens of eloquence which the world ever saw. 
When the Jlaccedoniaoa seised upon Athena, 
the^ ordered tho Greeks to deliver up all 
their orators, well-kuowiog that their control 
over the enlightened Atbenlsns would ho of 
short duration if their orators were at large ; 
for It waa tho thundering eloquence of 
Demostbcoea that roused the nation sunk in 
indolence and laxurv, to resist tho Invasion 
of Philip of Macedooj it was the mifrbly 
eloquence of Tullius Cicero that held in 
breathless ellenco the Roman Senators and 
people, while the waits of the Forum resound- 
ed with his eloquence; aod whether he de- 
fended a private individual from tho accusa- 
tions of malice, orupheld a parly, or exposed 
a base conspiracy of citixeosagatnst the liber- 
ties of the Republie, hU convincing tcither- 
i/y power was felt and mened, and so much 
vu ho loved by the peopfe, that, after being 
banished for a lime> and returning at tbe 
death of bis enemy, the four millions citiicns 
of Rome stretched out their hands to welcome 
his return, aod gave him ft splendid triumph. 
A difference ofopioion exists among tho 
learned as to whether the Greek or the Ro- 
man orator was tho greatest, both having 
reached almost perfection in oratory. The 
Greek. had the advantage of speaking the 
purest and most copious language knows. 
Dem&slhenea, like Sampson, perished by bis 
own strength. His influence provokea the 
malice of hia enemies, aod he was pursued 
until at last, to avoid capture, he ended his 
life by taking poison, which he always car- 
ried about his person in a quill. Ctoero, also, 
heated by Mark Anthony, one of the last 
triumvirate, was pursued and put to death ; 
Ms head and right arm were taken to Rome 
and hungup ft the Forum t while Fulvls, 
the wife of Anthony pierced bis tonguo 
through and through with a golden bodkin, 
whi^h verified Cicero e remark to one of his 
orations, " that no animal is so revengeful as 
a woman. 11 Had-Cicsro kuown, while do: 
claiming before the crowds which thronged 
tho Senato Chamber of the metropolis of the 
world, that In that same ball, rJW his death, 
his head and arm whould ho suspended from 
the Wall how whould hia voice h*ve -died 
within hies, and, like Belshaxiar, his knees 
smote together? Mow. wisely U b ordered 
that man knows not his tod f -.
